30 miles from th e site 
of th e ex plosion , th at h e h ad 
fou n d "a few dead birds, some of 
th em robin s,” after th e blast.

Tokyo, Feb. 7 (ZP) — A l l i e d 
ground forces smashed forward 
today with three powerful tank 
columns to the last hills guard­ 
ing the plains of shattered Seoul. 
American doughboys with flash­ 
ing bayonets drove Reds from 
vital heights at one point. 
The Chinese and Korean Reds 
were digging in for a new stand 
on the ridges just south' of Seoul. 
At their backs was the Han river, 
still an ice-covered way of re­ 
treat for the Reds but now on 
the verge of thawing. 
On the central front, United 
Nations forces with South Ko­ 
reans in the lead pushed north­ 
ward toward the old Parallel BB 
border. 
On the east coast, South Ko­ 
rean forces secured high ground 
three miles east and west and 
five miles south of Kangnung, a 
coastal road town 17 miles south 
of 38. Allied naval power blasted 
the Reds in Kangnung. 
War Complexion .Shifts 
The whole complexion of the 
war had shifted once again. The 
Allies had regained the initiative 
in their 14-day-old “limited” of­ 
fensive and the Reds were giv­ 
ing ground. 
Allied artillery was in position 
to pour shells into the old Ko­ 
rean capital of Seoul, abandoned 
Jan. 4 for the second time in the 
Korean war by anti-Communist 
forces. 
Three tank task forces prowled 
the southern approaches to Seoul 
again Wednesday for the third 
straight day, shooting up Red rear­ 
guards wherever they chose to 
make a stand. 
One force rolled within four 
miles of the Han river and was 
only seven railes southeast of 
Seoul. Others met heavy Red re­ 
sistance as they rumbled to points 
eight to ten miles southwest of 
Seoul.

Las Vegas, Nev., Feb. 7 (ZP)—A 
handful of birds apparently ars 
the only casualties of five atomic 
explosions set off on the new gov­ 
ernment range near here.

Atlantic Nations to Have 
Unified Navy Under Yank 


Washington, Feb. 7 <ZP)—The 
Atlantic Treaty nations have vir­ 
tually completed plans for setting 
up a unified sea force, like the 
combined land and air forces on 
the continent, with an American* 
admiral as top commander. 
Admiral William M. Fechteler, 
commander-in-chief of the Atlan­ 
tic fleet, probably will be named 
to head the supreme allied com­ 
mand organization for the North 
Atlantic ocean region* it was 
learned today. 
Although the North Atlantic re­ 
gion command is part of the over­ 
all pattern of common defense

Rail Tie-Up Eases 
As Men Return 


Service Is Near Normal 
, on Major Lines, but 
All Is Not Bright 


(By The Associated Press) 
The critical and costly tie-up 
of the nation’s railroad transpor­ 
tation appeared easing today as 
more striking switchmen joined 
in the back-to-work movements 
which started yesterday. 
However, there was not a full­ 
scale return across the country 
marking the end of the “sick 
call” walkout which started on 
Jan. 30. Indications were that the 
crippling week-long stoppage was 
nearing an end in most parts of 
the country. 
Several bright spots appeared 
on the troubled rail fronts allow­ 
ing the first major break yester­ 
day when thousands of switchmen 
returned to work. 
Move Spreads 
Service was normal on major 
lines in the New York and New 
England areas. It was near normal 
in many other cities. And many 
carriers expressed hope for normal 
service soon as the back-to-work 
movement spread from city to 
city. 
But there were some dark 
spots, too, in the overall picture. 
There were a couple of new, al­ 
though small, walkouts. And not 
many trains were moving in some 
of tte key rail centers—notably 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cleveland and 
the Twin Cities. 
The delay in a full return to 
work delayed the recall of thou­ 
sands of workers in rail-related 
industries. More than 250,000 had 
been'made idle in the last week 
because of the rail w’ork stoppage. 
Despite the apparent growing 
back-to-work moves, the Defense 
Transport Administration (DTA) 
in Washington ordered trucks to 
give top priority to movement of 
vital government shipments and 
to help break the log jam of un­ 
delivered mail. 
Others Quit 
A railroad spokesman in Wash­ 
ington yesterday saaid that “any 
idea that the show is over is com­ 
pletely erroneous.” He said that 
for every group that goes back 
to work “there’s another bunch 
that goes out.”

The standard of living of that 
man has definitely gone down, 
even if his income hasn't. 
Jf the married man with two 
children was in the $90 to $100 a 
week class in 1940, he’d report net 
income of around $5,000, pay $75 
income tax, and have $4,925 to 
maintain his family’s standard of 
living. But today under the pro 
posed tax rate, thii $5,000-a-year 
man will pay $624 income tax, 
have $4,376 left—but that will 
equal a $2,188 standard of living 
in terms of 1940. 
To equal his 1940 standard of 
living, the married man with two 
children would have to report a 
better than $10,000 annual income 
in 1951. Under the proposed tax 
rate, he would have to pay $1,896 
on his $10,000 net income, leaving 
him $8,104—which in terms of 
1940 buying power equal* $4,052, 
compared with the $4,925 that the 
$5,000-a-year man had left after 
taxea in 1940.

Remark able headway has been made far the 
ratification of the Twenty -second .Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States. This amend­ 
ment provides: 
“Section 1. No person shall be elected to the 
office of the President more than twice, and no per­ 
son who has held the office of President, or acted 
as President, for more than two y ears,of a term 
to which some other person was elected President 
shall be elected to the office of President more than 
once. But this article shall not apply to any per­

dent miring the remainder of such term.

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UN FLINCHING ON RED CHINA 
To congratulate the United Nations for 
declaring Red China an aggressor in Korea 
would hardly be fitting. This indispensable 
assertion of the UN's moral power is three 
months ov erdue. 
Yet we must all be thankful that the UN 
finally did speak. Had it not, its stature as 
a peace agency , as an organization for collec­ 
tiv e security , might hav e been damaged be­ 
y ond repair. Ev en as it is, the harm done by 
endless weeks of v acillating indecision will 
be hard to ov ercome. 
India led the Arab-Asian bloc which con­ 
tributed most to the shameful delay in brand­ 
ing Red China. It thus was not surprising to 
find India, along with Burma, J oiiilng the 
fiv e Sov iet-controlled nations in opposing the 
approv ed resolution. 
Throughout the unhappy interlude that 
ended with this positiv e action by the UN> 
India strov e for what it called a “ peaceful 
settlement” But as the arguments unfolded 
day after day , it became clear that India be­ 
liev ed peace should be bought at any price. 
The Indians showed callous disregard for 
the UN'S highest aims and principles. They 
seemed to ignore the blood sacrifices of 
Americans and others fighting aggression in 
Korea under the UN banner. And they dis­ 
play ed practically no concern for the wel­ 
fare of the unfortunate free Koreans who 
are the worst v ictims of this war. 
Sir Benegal Rau's final appeal was ty pi­ 
cal He informed the UN that if it labeled 
China an aggressor the last door to peace­ 
ful settlement would be barred. 
This constitutes a warning that China, 
already guilty of aggression, would go on 
committing it if any one dared call it by its 
right name. How any self-respecting body 
of moral nations is supposed to truckle to 
such threats is a my stery understood only 
in the inner sanctum of Prime Minister 
Nehru in New Delhi. 
Fortunately , this dismal episode is at last 
ended. What comes nex t? The approv ed 
resolution prov ides that UN committees 
shall study both the problem of possible 
sanctions against Red China and the question 
whether any decent peaceful solution may 
be attained. 
There need be no great haste on sanctions. 
Apparently we are hurting the Comiqunist 
Chinese sev erely in Korea, and it may well 
be enough for a while to go on hitting them 
hard on the battlefield they themselv es hav e 
chosen. Certainly their aggression is not 
pay ing off easily or quickly . 
The notion promoted by India and others 
that calling China an aggressor means 
almost automatically a bigger war in the 
Far East has no basis in reality . If the Reds 
want a wider war, they 'll almost surely get 
it If they don't, no labels or other words 
will push them into it. 
If the UN were alway s to hang back from 
using its moral force because to do so might 
enlarge the area of a conflict, it would nev er 
act and would cease to ex ist. A peace agency 
cannot be gov erned by fear. It must act with 
bold confidence, in the sure knowledge that 
many nations mov ing together make an in­ 
delible impact upon the minds of men ev ery ­ 
where—ev en among Communist nations. 
The UN is either the conscience of the 
world—or it is nothing. Let us hope it nev er 
a^ain waits so long to v oice that conscience.

EVERYBODY NEEDS TABLE 8AJ LT DAILY 
Since it is k nown that all liquids—water, milk , 
tea coffee, soft and hard drink s—definitely main­ 
tain overweight, because fat tissue holds water, 
most overweights now tak e less fluid or liquid 
daily . In addition, as table salt holds 70 times its 
own weight of liquids in the tissues, many over­ 
weights are cutting down on their table salt in 
and on foods, or are using salt substitutes, 
i 
Besides overweight, there are other diseases m 
which liquids and table salt must bereduced be­ 
cause too jnuch liquid in the tissues brings 
o n 
tack s: such conditions as epilepsy and Meniere's 
disease. In high blood pressure most phy sicians 
advise reduction of liquids and table salt. 
Both liquids and table salt are needed foods; 
every body requires a certain amount of them every 
day . However, because too much of them maintains 
overweight and causes the attack s mentioned above, 
there are many who do not have these diseases, 
who are not getting enough liquids and table salt. 
And just as too much causes sy mptoms, so also does 
not enough cause sy mptoms. 
In The Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Dr. Henry A. Schroeder (Washington Uni­ 
versity ), states that lack of table salt mak es the 
k idney s unable to do their work properly . This 
causes various sy mptoms—sy mptoms that are often 
not recognized as being caused by inadequate func­ 
tioning of the k idney s. This inability of the k idney s 
means less volume of urine to remove body wastes, 
rapid gain in weight, and sometimes an increase 
in the heart rate.

The sy mptoms complained of are: 1. drowsiness, 
weak ness and lethargy (often wrongfully attributed 
to quieting o r pain-k illing drugs); 2. loss of appe­ 
tite, sometimes with thirst. 3. nausea and some­ 
times vomiting; 
4. occasionally abdominal and 
muscular cramps, and 5. an increase in oedma 
(swelling with fluid) where oedema is already 
present.

The treatment in these cases, once the condition 
is recognized, is the use of more table salt and In­ 
jection of salt solution into the veins.

That was the way the informa­ 
tion branch of the government 
functioned during World War 1 
and World War 2, respectively , 
and the crisis today on the psy cho­ 
logical warfare aide is no less im­ 
portant than it was during both 
those war periods. 
The significance of the separa­ 
tion which Senator Benton and 
many others in Congress are ad­ 
vocating is that the “Voice 
of 
America" trends to become a 
subordinate bureau^ which cannot 
function in a large sense on policy 
questions. It has efficient person­ 
nel in its management but their 
freedom to do a good job is im­ 
paired. 
The conception which Secretary 
of State Acheson has of the "Voice 
of America" is rather narrow. He 
think s of it as merely the mouth­ 
piece of the Department of State 
and as an instrument of “support 
to current foreign policy deci­ 
sions." Any information agency 
which has that mission is doomed 
from the start because of the in­ 
hibitions upon its freedom of ex­ 
pression.

The tragic 
fact is that our information pro­ 
gram hasn’t even begun to be ’the 
vital part of our national strategy ’ 
it should be. Evidence for this 
abounds every where."

their heads in discouragement as 
they think what a whale of a job 
could be done by a really inspired 
organization that has as its main 
task a daily appeal to the peoples 
behind the "iron curtain.” 
The hope of preventing war lies 
not merely in a cautious diplo­ 
macy back ed by armament, hut in 
bringing persuasively to the atten­ 
tion of peoples every where that 
peace is really attainable if truth 
is utilized to the maximum in ap­ 
ply ing moral force.

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UN FLINCHING ON RED CHINA 
To congratulate the United Nations for 
declaring Red China an aggressor in Korea 
would hardly be fitting. This indispensable 
assertion of the UN’s moral power is three 
months overdue. 
Yet we must all be thankful that the UN 
finally did speak. Had it not, its stature as 
a peace agency, as an organization for collec­ 
tive security, might have been damaged be­ 
yond repair. Even as it is, the harm done by 
endless weeks of vacillating indecision will 
be hard to overcome. 
India led the Arab-Asian bloc which con­ 
tributed most to the shameful delay in brand­ 
ing Red China. It thus was not surprising to 
find India, along with Burma, joining the 
five Soviet-controlled nations in opposing the 
approved resolution. 
Throughout the unhappy interlude that 
ended with this positive action by the UN, 
India strove for what it called a “peaceful 
settlement.” But as the arguments unfolded 
day after day, it became clear that India be­ 
lieved peace should be bought at any price. 
The Indians showed callous disregard for 
the UN’S highest aims and principles. They 
seemed to ignore the blood sacrifices of 
Americans and others fighting aggression in 
Korea under the UN banner. And they dis­ 
played practically no concern for the wel­ 
fare of the unfortunate free Koreans who 
are the worst victims of this war. 
Sir Benegal Rau’s final appeal was typi­ 
cal He informed the UN that if it labeled 
China an aggressor the last door to peace­ 
ful settlement would be barred. 
This constitutes a warning that China, 
already guilty of aggression, would go on 
committing it if anyone dared call it by its 
right name. How’ any self-respecting body 
of moral nations is supposed to truckle to 
such threats is a mystery understood only 
in the inner sanctum of Prime Minister 
Nehru in New Delhi. 
Fortunately, this dismal episode is at last 
ended. What comes next? The approved 
resolution provides that UN committees 
shall study both the problem of possible 
sanctions against Red China and the question 
w’hether any decent peaceful solution may 
be attained. 
There need be no great haste on sanctions. 
Apparently we are hurting the Communist 
Chinese severely in Korea, and It may well 
be enough for a while to go on hitting them 
hard on the battlefield they themselves have 
chosen. Certainly their aggression is not 
paying off easily or quickly. 
The notion promoted by India and others 
that calling China an aggressor means 
almost automatically a bigger war in the 
Far East has no basis in reality. If the Reds 
want a wider war, they’ll almost surely get 
it. If they don’t, no labels or other words 
will push them into it. 
If the UN were always to hang back from 
using its moral force because to do so might 
enlarge the area of a conflict, it would never 
act and w ould cease to exist. A peace agency 
cannot be governed by fear. It must act with 
bold confidence, in the sure knowledge that 
many nations moving together make an in­ 
delible impact upon the minds of men every­ 
where—even among Communist nations. 
The UN is either the conscience of the 
world—or it is nothing. Let us hope it never 
c^ain waits so long to voice that conscience.

THC 22ad AMENDMENT 
Remarkable headway has been made for the 
ratification of the Twenty-second .Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States. This amend­ 
ment provides; 
“Section I. 
No person shall be elected to the 
office bf the President more than twice, and no per­ 
son who has held the office of President, or acted 
as President, for more than two years of a term 
to which some other person was elected President 
shall be elected to the office of President more than 
once. 
But this article shall not apply to any per­ 
son holding the office of President when this article 
was proposed by the Congress, and shall not pre­ 
vent any person who may be holding the office of 
President, or acting as President, during the term 
within which this article becomes operative from 
holding the office of President or acting as Presi­ 
dent (hiring the remainder of such term. 
“Section 2. This article shall be inoperative 
unless it shall have been ratified as an amendment 
to the Constitution by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several states within seven years 
from the date of its submission to the states by the 
Congress." 
The two-term tradition for the presidency 
served this country well from George Washington 
to Franklin D. Roosevelt. The latter managed to 
violate the tradition, probably as much because the 
Republican Party deserted its principles and nomi­ 
nated an unacceptable candidate for the 1940 elec­ 
tion. 
Mr. Roosevelt was elected to a third term; 
thus being enabled to prolong his private bureau­ 
cracy and to pursue policies which burdened our 
land with war, debt, high taxes, traitors and a 
creeping socialism 
Roosevelt, a dying man, was elected for a fourth 
term. 
He went to Y alta.and there agreed to ar­ 
rangements with Stalin which have brought upon 
this land the Korean war, mobilization for World 
War III and an isolationism not of our will or mak­ 
ing.It needs to be noted, in justice, that Franklin 
D. Roosevelt was extraordinarily popular as a per­ 
son and remains so, after his death and in spite of 
the evidence. Roosevelt’s fourth term also gave us 
Harry Truman, an inadequately educated and ex­ 
perienced man who was catapulted into the presi­ 
dency, the functions of which office and its rela­ 
tions to Congress he has never understood. 
The Twenty-second Amendment was submitted 
to the states for ratification on March 26. 1947. By 
its own terms, it must be ratified by March 26, 1954, 
by three-quarters of the states. 
* Already, California, Colorado, Conecticut, Dela­ 
ware. Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Louisiana. 
Maine, Michigan, Mississippi, Missouri, N ebraska, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, 
Vermont, Virginia, Wisconsin and Wyoming have 
ratified this amendment. 
That means that more than half the states or 
the Union have ratified this amendment. 
Should 
an additional ten states ratify this year, it would 
make a total of 36 states and the amendment would

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UN FLINCHING ON RED CHINA 
To congratulate the United Nations for 
declaring Red China an aggressor in Korea 
would hardly be fitting. This indispensable 
assertion of the UN’s moral power is three 
months overdue. 
Yet we must all be thankful that the UN 
finally did speak. Had it not, its stature as 
a peace agency, as an organization for collec­ 
tive security, might have been damaged be­ 
yond repair. Even as it is, the harm done by 
endless weeks of vacillating indecision will 
be hard to overcome. 
India led the Arab-Asian bloc which con­ 
tributed most to the shameful delay in brand­ 
ing Red China. It thus was not surprising to 
find India, along with Burma, joining the 
five Soviet-controlled nations in opposing the 
approved resolution. 
Throughout the unhappy interlude that 
ended with this positive action by the UN, 
India strove for what it called a “peaceful 
settlement.0 But as the arguments unfolded 
day after day, it became clear that India be­ 
lieved peace should be bought at any price. 
The Indians showed callous disregard for 
the UN’S highest aims and principles. They 
seemed to ignore the blood sacrifices of 
Americans and others fighting aggression in 
Korea under the UN banner. And they dis­ 
played practically no concern for the wel­ 
fare of the unfortunate free Koreans who 
are the worst victims of this war. 
Sir Benegal Rau’s final appeal was typl 
cal He informed the UN that if it labeled 
China an aggressor the last door to peace­ 
ful settlement would be barred. 
This constitutes a warning that China, 
already guilty of aggression, would go on 
committing it if anyone dared call it by its 
right name. How any self-respecting body 
of moral nations is supposed to truckle to 
such threats is a mystery understood only 
in the inner sanctum of Prime Minister 
Nehru in New Delhi. 
Fortunately, this dismal episode is at las 
ended. What comes next? The approver 
resolution provides that UN committees 
shall study both the problem of possible 
sanctions against Red China and the question 
whether any decent peaceful solution may 
be attained. 
There need be no great haste on sanctions. 
Apparently we are hurting the Communist 
Chinese severely in Korea, and it may well 
be enough for a while to go on hitting them 
hard on the battlefield they themselves have 
chosen. Certainly their aggression is not 
paying off easily or quickly. 
The notion promoted by India and others 
that calling China an aggressor means 
almost automatically a bigger war in the 
Far East has no basis in reality. If the Reds 
want a wider war, they’ll almost surely get 
it. If they don’t, no labels or other words 
will push them into it. 
If the UN were always to hang back from 
using its moral force because to do so might 
enlarge the area of a conflict, it would never 
act and would cease to exist. A peace agency 
cannot be governed by fear. It must act with 
bold confidence, in the sure knowledge that 
many nations moving together make an in­ 
delible impact upon the minds of men every­ 
where—even among Communist nations. 
The UN is either the conscience of the 
world—or it is nothing. Let us hope it never 
again waits so long to voice that conscience.

THE 22nd AMENDMENT 
Remarkable headway has been made for the 
ratification of the Twenty-second .Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States. This amend­ 
ment provides: 
“Section 1. No person shall be elected to the 
office of the President more than twice, and no per­ 
son who has held the office of President, or acted 
as President, for more than two years of a term 
to which some other person was elected President 
shall be elected to the office of President more than 
once. But this article shall not apply to any per­ 
son holding the office of President when this article 
was proposed by the Congress, and shall not pre­ 
vent any person who may be holding the office of 
President, or acting as President, during the term 
within which this article becomes operative from 
holding the office of President or acting as Presi­ 
dent during the remainder of such term. 
“Section 2. This article shall be inoperative 
unless it shall have been ratified as an amendment 
to the Constitution by the Legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several states within seven years 
from the date of its submission to the states by the 
Congress.” 
The two-term tradition for the presidency 
served this country well from George Washington 
to Franklin D. Roosevelt. The latter managed to 
violate the tradition, probably as much because the 
Republican Party deserted its principles and nomi­ 
nated an unacceptable candidate for the 1940 elec­ 
tion. Mr. Roosevelt was elected to a third term; 
thus being enabled to prolong his private bureau­ 
cracy and to pursue policies which burdened our 
land with war, debt, high taxes, traitors and a 
creeping socialism 
Roosevelt, a dying man, was elected for a fourth 
term. He went to Yalta and there agreed to ar­ 
rangements with Stalin which have brought upon 
this land the Korean war, mobilization for World 
War III and an isolationism not of our will or mak-

Hou ston, Feb. 7 <APi—A spectac­ 
u lar gasoline fire along the Hou s­ 
ton ship channel was brou ght u n­ 
der control at dawn today after 
an all-night fight by nearly 200 
firemen.

The tank was in the middle of 
an oil storage terminal with 50 
huge tanks with a total capacity 
of 2,750,000 barrels. Only a few 
yardis away was a tank holding 
80,000 barrels of aviation gasoline. 
It got so hot the paint peeled 
from it. 
About 20 firemen were treated 
for heat exhaustion and minor 
burns. 
Their work was danger­ 
ous. Shortly before midnight, sev­ 
eral firemen and terminal em­ 
ployes waded in foot-deep gaso­ 
line while trying to drain the 24,- 
SOO-gallon tank before it burst 
into flames. 
Plants Threatened 
For hours the fire threatened 
oil and industrial plants which 
have mushroomed alongside the 
ship channel connecting Houston 
with the Gulf of Mexico.

tiations. Other provisions of the 
new two-year contract, including 
a wage-opening clause next No­ 
vember had been agreed. 
The Arbitration Board, in addi­ 
tion to awarding the increases, 
raised salary minimums for news­ 
men, radio newsmen and photog­ 
raphers with six years experience 
from $110 to $120 in New York, 
Chicago and Washington. 
Other minimums for newsmen

Plans Started to Keep 
I NewburghWorkers 
Control From Regents 


Albany. N. Y., Feb. 7 (Ah—The 
Dewey adminiatration d r a f t e d 
plans today to make the State 
University’s temporary board ot 
trustees permanent and prevent 
the State Board of Regents from 
gaining c o n tro l^ the 33-unit sys­ 
tem. 
Reliable sources predicted that 
action would come during the cur­ 
rent session of the l«giaTature. 
The move well might be the 
second blow in a one-two punch at 
the Regents from Capitol Hill. 
The Mahoney Legislative Com­ 
mission to coordinate state activi­ 
ties is drafting recommendations 
that the Board of Regents be re­ 
organized and its administrative 
powers delegated to the state edu­ 
cation commissioner. The Regents, 
under this plan, would become es­ 
sentially a planning and policy­ 
making body. 
The Regents, governing body of 
the state educational system, have 
bitterly 
resented broad powers 
granted the 15 temporary trustees 
appointed by Governor Dewey un­ 
der the state university law in 
194ft 
During the 1949 legislative ses­ 
sion, the Regents waged an all- 
out battle to gain control of the 
State University, but lost the fight 
to the Dewey administration. 
The board of trustees was es­ 
tablished as a temporary unit and 
all members’ terms expire July I, 
1954. 
Informed sources said today the 
administration was planning 
to 
act now to make the board per­ 
manent as an administrative unit, 
rather than walt until 1953 or 
1954.

O’Neil street does have the inter­ 
section of Cornell street. 
O’Neil, 
street

Smith avenue has one intersection, 
that of Tremper avenue. 
O’Neil 
street is approximately 40 feet 
wide and the intersection at O’Neil 
street and Broadway is protcted 
by traffic signals which make it 
convenient for motorists to enter 
Broadway. 
Consideration 
must 
also 
be 
given to keeping iraffic as much 
as possible into Dusiness and in­ 
dustrial areas, thereby causing as 
little disturbance as possible to 
thickly residential areas. 
No de­ 
tour system can completely elimi­ 
nate traffic in residential areas, 
but the existing system does it 
better than any other system sug­ 
gested. 
Traffic flowing through 
residential 
areas 
increases 
the 
hazard to children. 
The reason 
for the one-way street on Smith 
avenue between Downs street and 
O'Neil street is (1) to keep traffic 
from flowing on Smith avenue to 
Albany avenue over the hazardous 
intersections of Smith avenue and 
Downs street and Smith avenue 
and Elmendorf street and (2) to 
divert traffic as much as possible 
away from No. 6 School. 
Many 
children cross Smith avenue to go 
to the corner store at O’Neil 
street and Smith avenue and this 
was an additional reason for the 
one way street on Smith avenue 
between O’Neil and Downs streets. 


In addition, if traffic were to flow 
over Smith avenue to Albany ave­ 
nue, it is very probable that there 
would be necessitated the cost of 
additional police protection at one 
of the intersections such as Al­ 
bany avenue and Smith avenue, or 
Downs street and Smith avenue. 
Would Cross More 
Under the plan of using Smith 
avenue and Ten Broeck avenue 
as one way streets, more intersec­ 
tions would be crossed and there 
would be a heavier flow of traffic 
through the residential areas in­ 
creasing the possibility of a child 
being hit by a motorist. 
If Ten Broeck avenue were to 
be used as a one way street, it 
would be logical to run it one-way 
from Foxhall avenue to Albany 
avenue which would involve cross­ 
ing a number of bad intersections, 
and also make it necessary to di­ 
vert all of the Broadway traffic 
on Ten Broeck avenue to Albany 
avenue thereby causing a bottle­ 
neck at this point, or additional 
light or additional officer. 
This 
system would also divert a heavy 
flow of traffic into two bad inter­ 
sections, namely, East St. James 
street and Albany avenue and Al­ 
bany avenue and Broadway. 
The proposal to use Smith ave­ 
nue and Ten Broeck avenue for 
one way traffic would increase 
the cost of police protection. 
It is planned to improve the 
existing detour by traffic signals 
at Smith avenue and Grand street 
and Smith avenue and Cornell 
street. They have been ordered. 
When the light at Smith avenue 
and Grand street is installed the 
citv anticipates using an officer 
only at peak load periods such as 
from 8 to 9 a. m.; 4:30 to 5:30 
p. m. and when otherwise neces­ 
sary. 
Consideration for Business 
Consideration should be given 
also to the overwhelming senti­ 
ment of the business men of the 
central business area. They de­ 
sire traffic kept in 1heir area as 
imirli as possible and not official­ 
ly diverted from their places of 
business.

Would Cross More 
Under the plan of using Smith 
avenue and Ten Broeck avenue 
as one way streets, more intersec­ 
tions would be crossed and there 
would be a heavier flow of traffic 
through the residential areas in­ 
creasing the possibility of a child 
being hit by a motorist. 
If Ten Broeck avenue were to 
be used as a one way street, It 
would he logical to run it one-way 
from Foxhall avenue to Albany 
avenue which would involve cross­ 
ing a number of bad intersections, 
and also make it necessary to di­ 
vert all of the Broadway traffic 
on Ten Broeck avenue to Albany 
avenue thereby causing a bottle­ 
neck at this point, or additional 
light or additional officer.

system would also divert a heavy 
flow of traffic into two bad inter­ 
sections, namely, East St. James 
street and Albany avenue and Al­ 
bany avenue and Broadway. 
The proposal to use Smith ave­ 
nue and Ten Broeck avenue for 
one way traffic would increase 
the cost of police protection. 
It is planned to Improve the 
existing detour by traffic signals 
at Smith avenue and Grand street 
and Smith avenue and Cornell 
street. They have been ordered. 
When the light at Smith avenue 
and Grand street Is Installed the 
city anticipates using an officer 
only at peak load periods such as 
from 8 to 9 a. rn.; 4:30 to 5:30 
p. rn. and when otherwise neces­ 
sary. 
Consideration for Business 
Consideration should be given 
also to the overwhelming senti­ 
ment of the business men of the 
central business area. They de­ 
sire traffic kept In their area as 
much as (mssihle and not official­ 
ly ill vert tnt from their places of 
business. 
The 
central 
business 
area must temporarily suffer be­ 
cause of the crossing elimination. 
The state does not give any com­ 


pensation for business damage. A 
detour plan should not further I 
drive business traffic away from 
the central business area. 
We wish to point out also that 
what we are considering is Hic 
I official detour, over which the

Many of our local residents are 
now using Foxhall avenue, Manor 
avenue and Ten Broeck avenue. 
This they have a right to do. We 
urge all using these streets, how­ 
ever, to drive with the greatest 
caution. 
We ask the public to consider 
the problem with patience and 
understanding. 
For many years 
the people of the city clamored 
for an elimination of the Broad­ 
way crossing. Now that work on 
the project has become a reality, 
we must suffer temporary incon­ 
venience. It is a price of progress. 
We recommend a continuance 


of the existing detour system.
